ment. 
The 'next step, 
and 
one 
which it is absolutely necessary to 
take, is for the convention to pass 
election laws, fixing a date for the 
election of a president and other 
officers of the government, as pro­ 
vided for in their constitution. 
“ Under this 
law the

government will call an election, 
and 
when all the 
machinery 
of 
government is organized we will 
turn over affairs to them, but not 
until then. 
This will require some 
time; how long I cannot say, but

The hearing of tes­ 
timony in her trial for shooting her 
husband, Philip H. Kennedy, to 
death on January 10 last, was con­ 
cluded 
at 
3 *.30 yesterday after­ 
noon. 
The counsel for both sides set 
about 
drafting their 
suggestions 
for instructions by the court to the 
jury. 
The judge finally ordered 
these made ready and handed to 
him last evening, saying he would 
pass on them at the opening of 
court today. 
Today will be devoted to the ar­ 
guments of the attorneys. 
Prose­ 
cutor Hadley did not attempt to 
bla-t the character of Lulu Prince 
Kennedy. 
Many lawyers think 
that Mrs. Kennedy’s attorneys did 
not give the prosecutor the chance 
by their conduct of 
the defense. 
Others say that proof of Mrs. K en ­ 
nedy’s remark as she kicked her 
husband in the face after she had 
shot him to death, “ Y ou will never 
betray another woman, ” gave the 


men. 
But Prosecutor Hadley thought 
he had made a strong enough case, 
as it is, both by the state’s 
w it­ 
nesses and those of the defense. 
A further 
attack, he believed, 
would give 
the impression to the 
jury of piling up evidence. 
The 
men who are to judge Lulu Prince 
Kennedy’s guilt or innocence might 
think it persecution instead ot pros­ 
ecution.
